But it was pointed out that a few

Potential customers were informed 
that the bargains would be on display 
in one of the main windows on 
Fridays and Saturdays only. 

Mr. Dark told Furnishing World 
that besides disposing of the bargain 
stock, the idea had the added attrac- 
tion that it brought shoppers to lock 
in the windows who normally did not 
pass that way. 

Many of those who arrived too late 
to purchase a_ particular bargain 
stayed to inspect the vast array of 
fabrics, suites, and other — stock, 
frequently making purchases.

New Contemporary 
Showroom at G.E.C. 


o her design of a suitable setting for 
the display of lighting fittings 
demands special care in the choice of 
colours and surface textures which 
must, if possible, soften the concen- 
tration of so much light. The new 
lighting showroom in the Cardiff 
branch of the General Electric Co., 
Ltd., shows how this can be done 
successfully and, at the same time, 
incorporate contemporary furnishings. 
Two problems presented themselves 
to the G.E.C. design section who 
undertook the scheme. Firstly, the 
room was a basement and therefore 
restricted in outlook, and secondly, 
the shape of the room was what 
might be described as a “sliced 
square.” In order to extend the field 
of vision beyond the limits of four 
walls an enlarged photograph was 
mounted in a frame on the oblique- 
angled wall to give the illusion of 
an attractive view through a large 
window. 


The customer's attention is engaged, 
first of all, at the entrance of the 
showroom by a slatted beech window- 
box suspended between pillar and 
wall. Two steps have been intro- 
duced to provide added interest by 
a change of floor levels: the lower 
floor is carpeted in Forest Green 
while the upper level is composed of 
natural polished wood flooring. 


The use of natural 
carried further in the treatment of 
the walls. Next to the plain white- 
washed brick wall through which one 
enters is a wall lined with strips of 
natural polished wood. The two re- 
maining walls are covered with grass- 
weave wallpaper, and an oval-pattern 
paper, which has been hung with the 
lines of the paper horizontal to add 
width to the narrow strip of wall.

Lamp 

OST retail furnishers make use 

of lampshades in window and 
interior displays and this fact alone 
makes the appearance of a new mobile 
advertising novelty, called the “ Lan- 
turn,” of special interest to the trade. 

This latest advertising device has 
a running cost eauivalent to the elec- 
tricity consumed by an ordinary light 
bulb. It is in the form of a cylindri- 
cal screen (resembling the standard 
lampshade) which can be suitably 
inscribed to carry an illuminated sales 
message, and is rotated by a vane 
operated by the heat from the elec- 
tric bulb. A 40-watt. bulb will drive 
a “Lanturn” at four to six revolu- 
tions per minute, while a stronger 
light will increase the speed. 

If it is desired to stop rotation 
whilst still using the lamp, a small 
piece of paper inserted in the cap 
at the top of the vane will prevent 
the shade from turning. 

Each “Lanturn” is supplied in a 
separate box consisting of two units, 
one being the base with lamp-holder 
and wiring, shade support fitted with 
“ self-lubricating ” and finely-pointed 
“pin.” The second unit is the actual 
rotating lampshade which comprises 
a vane, ring and screen. 

Standard model costs 35s., but a 
special reduction is made on quantity 
orders. Extra shades can be supplied 
and these are available in several 
designs.

In each case there was a substan- 
tial! overcharge and, since the firm had 
not charged the correct down pay- 
ment, they were not entitled to the 
20 per cent service charge they had 
been taking. 

Mr. E. M. Mather (defending) 
said that the firm had a 60 years’ 
unblemished record. 

Pointing out that the regulation 
governing the offences had been with- 
drawn, he said: “If my clients had 
done to-day what they did six months 
ago there would have been no offence.” 

When the firm found the agree- 
ments were being questioned it imme- 
diately refunded the 20 per cent 
service charge.

First Furniture Standards Issued 





Full Details of Performance Tests 


HE first British Standard for 

Kite-marked furniture was 
published yesterday (Wednesday) 
It is B.S. 1960 and is in two parts. 
The first part deals with dining- 
type chairs and the second covers 
cabinet for pur- 
Both parts give full, illus- 
details of 


goods storage 
poses. 
trated 
tests 

The first part of the standard 
specifies requirements for wooden 
dining-type chairs for adult domestic 
use, entirely or ma i n l y non- 
upholstered. Section One deals with 
general requirements and specifies 
the quality of materials and work- 
manship. Section Two specifies 
performance tests for the chairs and 
the standard which they shall attain, 
as shown by the results of these 
tests, in order to qualify for the 
application of the certification mark. 

Section One gives definitions of 
terms, details of marking and 
requirements for timber, plywood 
and other materials, specifies the 
adhesives and gives general rules for 
construction and finish. 

Section Two, dealing with per- 
formance tests, tells how samples 
will be selected for test, gives 
information about moisture content 
during tests and lays down the test 
procedure in detail. An appendix 
which is illustrated with diagrams 
and photographs,’ gives very full 
instructions for setting up the test- 
ing apparatus and conducting the 
tests.

The tests described are: diagonal 
loading tests, backwards and for- 
wards; diagonal loading tests, side- 
ways; impact test and bending test. 

Part Two of the Standard speci- 
fies requirements for the articles 
of domestic wooden _ furniture 
covered by the definition of cabinet 
goods which includes all items of 
furniture intended primarily for 
storage purposes, such as wardrobes, 
dressing tables, tallboys, bureaux, 
bookcases, sideboards, dressers, 
china cabinets, kitchen cabinets, 
bedside cabinets, and so on. 

The first section deals with 
general requirements and specifies 
the quality of materials and work- 
manship. 

The second section specifies per- 
formance tests and the standards 
which cabinet goods shall attain in 
order to qualify for the Kite-mark. 

The second section, which covers 
performance tests is very full and 
detailed. The tests include endurance 
tests, tests for overbalancing, tests 
on components and_ static load 
tests. 

As in Part I, suitable testing 
apparatus is described and instruc- 
tions given for making it. These 
instructions include working 
diagrams and pictures. 

We obviously cannot publish the 
Standards in full; those manufac- 
turers who wish to obtain them 
should apply to the British 
Standards Institution, 24 Victoria 
Street, London, S.W.1, enclosing 5s. 
for each part.

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Maurice Catesby Tells Midlands: 


Things We Can Learn From 


American Furnishers 


ss E hear rather too much here 

about raising margins and not 
enough about lowering costs,” com- 
mented Mr. Maurice Catesby when 
talking to West Midlands Area 
members of N.A.R.F. at their annual 
general meeting last week in 
Birmingham. 

By replacing the usual evening 
meeting by an afternoon meeting on 
early-closing day, preceded by an 
informal luncheon, the Council 
succeeded in raising attendance 
from about a dozen to some 50 
members, most of whom _ also 
attended the luncheon. 

Much of what Mr. Catesby had to 
say was reported immediately after 
his return from the United States 
as a member of the Retail Produc- 
tivity Team, but many of his points 
about what he saw in American 
furniture retailing were new to the 
Midlands. 


Standardised Accountancy 


Mr. Catesby laid particular stress 
on the agreement for the standar- 
dising of accounting which exists in 
America, and on the benefits which 
retailers derive at high subscription 
rates from their own trade 
associations, 

Their willingness mutually to 
share figures and information was 
an important part of the co-opera- 
tion which was one of the secrets of 
the efficiency of the retail furniture 
trade in America. 

Competition between shop and 
shop came second to competition 
between trade and trade and the 
retailers backed their  trade’s 
associations with enthusiasm to get 
all they could out of them. 

There was even regional co-opera- 
tion when traders from a certain 
area banded themselves together to 
get custom from another area. 

Co-operation also extended to 
buying. Small stores grouped them- 
selves tagether for central buying 
to compete with the big stores. Only 
finally did the effort come for each 
man to get for himself a cut of the 
local cake. 

Mr. Catesby went on to mention 
such points as the apparently 
unlimited capital available for 
business in America—“ when trade 
is bad they borrow a million dollars 
to open another store!”—the fact 


that assistants may earn as much as 
£2,000 to £3,000 per annum and run 
a couple of cars (wages are high 
and a lot of straight commission is 
paid, perhaps 5 or 6 per cent on 
sales); the extensive mechanisation 
in the handling of furniture, 
trolleys and dollys being employed 
to move it around in the shop; the 
extensive use of part-time assist- 
ance, high wages making it 
impossible for shops to carry big 
full-time staffs. 

American retail margins are so 
high that, what with the piling on 
of the services of advertising, 
delivery and so on, prices have 
soared in dry goods and it is now

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considered that prices are too high 
and that retailers are taking too big 
a margin. 

In answer to questions Mr. 
Catesby agreed that the tendency 
in America was for customers to 
overspend under the _ terrific 
pressure of sales promotion. 
Retailers were, however, prepared 
to risk bad debts in order to get 
business. 

There was a mutual credit bureau 
whereby stores could all check up 
on customer’s credit and which pro- 
vided a black list of those whose 
credit was not good. 

Trade flourished there because of 
the public desire to “keep up with 
the Jones’s” and replacements in 
the home were made much more 
often than in this country, 

There is still no scheme, though, 
for maintaining standards and a lot 
of “borax” furniture was sold. 
Nevertheless he had not found 
traders nearly as unscrupulous as

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Brighton Furnisher’s Experiment 


Engaged and Married Couples 
Taught How To Furnish 


ston furnisher, Mr. B. H 
Johnson, spent most of the first 
week-end in February advising eight 
engaged, and two married couples on 
how to set up home. 

Mr. Johnson, head of the well 
known Brighton firm of Johnson 
Brothers, Western Road, was taking 
a leading part in the widely-publicised 
home-making course run at Stafford 
House, Hassocks, East Sussex, further 
education centre, 

The idea of the course came from 
Mr. J. G. Wickison, warden of Staf- 
ford House, who told a Furnishing 
World reporter :— 

“ For years, now. young people have 
been coming to the centre for further 
education. They have grown up, and 
now some of them want to marry. It 
didn’t seem to be anyone’s job to 
advise them about setting up a home, 
and many of them had very little idea 
of where to start. 


Local Youth Contacted 


“So I circularised the local youth 
organisations, and get the help of Mr. 
Johnson and Mrs. M. Tripp, 
domestic economy expert. Without 
them this would have been impossible.” 

Mr. Johnson. who has given home- 
making advice on many local organisa- 
tions in the past, co-operated whole- 
heartedly. He not only spent all one 
Sunday talking to the couples about 
furnishing a home, and hebping them 
with practical details, but he threw 
open the whole of his Brighton store 
to them on the Saturday evening. 


With director Mr. G. W. Stace, 
Mr. Johnson toured the store with 
the young couples, answering ques- 
tions about price, wear, design and 
structure. The national Press, who 
took tremendous interest in the 
whole course, went with them. 

The couples spent most of their time 
on Johnson's exhibition floor, where 
furnishing schemes were there for 
them to discuss. 

Many of the young people were 
from rural areas of Sussex, and there 
was a good deal of conservatism in 
their _ tastes. Twenty-five-year-old 
Miss Daphne Risley, who plans to 
marry in August, told the Furnishing 
World: “1 want traditional furniture 
I have lived with it and I know I 
like it. It would be terrible if I 
bought contemporary furniture, found 
I didn’t like it, and was stuck with 
it for the rest of my life.” 


Both she and her fiancé, 27-year- 
old Dennis Goring, liked what - they 
called “ richness” in their woods, and 
were unenthusiastic about light oak 
items. They mistrusted high polishes 
“Some of them look as if you could 
rub them off with your finger,” said 
Dennis. 

But contemporary styles, especially 
Windsor dining chairs by Furniture 


Industries, Ltd., took the fancy of 





21-year-old Patricia Orford, and her 
fiancé, 28-year-old James F. Williams, 
both from the Agricultural College at 
Plumpton, Sussex. 

Said Patricia: “ We shall furnish 
one room at a time, and furnish as 
well as our budget permits. We are 
just about getting used to the prices.” 

Nearly all the couples were struck 
with the candlewick pelmets and bed- 
spreads which are a special feature of 
Johnson’s exhibition floor. 

On the Sunday, Mr. Johnson gave 
advice at informal discussions at Staf- 
ford House. He took with him from 
3righton a large selection of samples 
of blankets, upholstery fabrics, floor- 
coverings, mattress and cushion sec- 
tions, latex foam filling and spring 
units. 

His talks, described by one student 
as “concentrated wisdom,” were com 
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pletely objective, and full of practical 
suggestions 

Many of the couples, who were 
armed with notebooks and pencils, 
rapidly changed the order of their 
own furnishing lists after hearing 
Mr. Johnson. 

He was told that he had “ shat- 
tered” their ideas about planning a 
furniture list when he advised them to 
forget about three-piece suites when 
buying home essentials. “ Buy as little 
as you can, to start with,” he said, 
“Don’t furnish too conventionally.” 

Mr. Johnson suggested that the bed, 
the kitchen, two fireside chairs and 
floorcovering should come first. 

‘Be practical,” he urged. “ That 
highly-polished table is all very well

until the children come along and run 
their toys over it. You can always 
buy that sort of furniture when the 
children grow up. 

“Don’t furnish your home to im- 
press your friends,” he advised. 
“Make it a home to live in. Be 
houseproud, but enjoy your home.” 

Two other don’ts from Mr. John- 
son 

“Don’t buy ‘freak’ Coronation 
furniture, or anything which will date. 

“Don’t buy hire purchase terms— 
buy furniture. If you can’t save 
before you are married, you never 
will. Save now, and get what you 
want from where you want. You will 
get the best that way.” 

Mr. Johnson dispelled many of the 
furnishing fallacies of the young 
couples On floorceverings, he ‘ex

Birmingham. The main item is a 
folding bed unit which without fold- 
ing lifts straight up into a wall 
cupboard. 

Unlike other folding beds, it is 
always immediately ready for use 
being made up complete’ with 
pillows, blankets, sheets and eider- 
down before being folded into its 
vertical or closed position The 
bedspread which is clipped into 
position prevents any displacement 
of the bedding when not in use. 

To close the bed the foot-end is 
lifted and the complete bed auto- 
matically raises to the vertical 
position. The patented action 
enables both the raising and lower- 
ing to be done by one hand and is 
retained in both positions without 
any bolts or catches, being so 
balanced that its own weight holds 
it in the required position. 

When in the raised position the 
bed projects only 22 in. from the 
wall, the minimum width required is 
the width of bed plus 74 in. The 
minimum height required is 7 ft. 6in., 
but as most rooms are 8 ft. 0 in. 
high, these fittings are made as 
standard 8 ft. 0 in. high but can be 
increased or decreased as required. 

A number of additional pieces 
have been designed to combine with 
the bed fitment to form a complete 
built-in unit and so dispense with 


loose wardrobe, dressing table, chest 
of drawers, writing table, and so on, 
which are so out of place in a dual 
purpose room. 


The units do not carry tax and are 
available ready for painting, in oak 
and walnut, or they can be made in 
any wood or finish to suit require- 
ments. 

Restalls have found them invalu- 
able for contract work and for the 
home. They have already been 
installed in hospitals where nurses’ 
accommodation can be doubled, in 
one-room flats, hotels, where sitting 
rooms can be turned into bedrooms, 
and in private residences for the 
children’s day-night nursery, dress- 
ing rooms and spare rooms

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Wood Finishing Technique 
3.—The Use of Sealers 
By John H. Ousbey 


EKALERS “tor wood finishes differ 
from primers in that their func- 
tion is to form a buffer between an 
existing coating, possibly a filler and 
stain, and the finishing coats which 
follow and whilst some degree of 
adhesion is essential this attribute is 
not so vital when the coating is purely 
a sealer as when the film is the first 
coat and is intended as a wood primer 
and, of course, a clear one at that 
A buffer coating must of necessity 
have a dual or double-sided role. It 
must serve to prevent the active 
materials underneath the sealer from 
having any effect on the following 
finishing coats and it must also pre- 
vent any activity ot the finishing film, 
via its solvents, from affecting the 
ground over which the sealer is 
apphed. In the first place the sealer 
serves to stop absorption of the finish- 
ing coat into the pores of the wood 
which would result in an uneven film, 
uneven, that is, as regards the thick- 
ness that remains on the surface and 
in the case of a pigmented finish, 
uneven from the point of view of tex- 
ture and appearance 


The Other Function 


The other function of the sealer is 
to prevent the solvent action of the 
finishing coat, where this is a cellulose 
lacquer, from “awakening” any 
resins in the timber which, because of 
incompatibility with the lacquer, may 
lead to imperfect drying. This also 
can happen with some synthetic var- 
nishes, Experience may lead one to 
a knowledge of which timbers can 
safely do without a sealer, but nowa- 


days there are many timbers which 
have identical appearance when made 
up into furniture which may make 
identification difficult, and again some 
species of the same botanical families 
may vary in their reactions 

Many sealers incorporate shellac as 
their main constituent because of a 
unique property which shellac pos-

This is that shellac is only 
soluble in alcohol to any degree and 
that when dry as an applied film it is 
not resoluble in the same solvent to 
the same degree. This property, as 
will be seen at once, is ideal in a 
sealer because on the one hand it is 
fairly safe to assume that one can 
rely on the solvents being barred from 
penetration, and on the other hand, 
the resins, or other undesirable foreign 
matter in the timber underneath, are 
not likely to affect the finishing coat. 
With the object of saving time and 
labour, many sealers are what is 
known as “sanding sealers,” that is, 
they contain sanding agents to enable 
the applied film to be flatted smooth 
thus allowing the sealing operation to 
become also a surfacing process. This 
is desirable only to a limited degree 
as it is self-evident that the thinner 
a coating is rubbed the less effective 


sesses. 


as a 


sealer it will be once a certain 
point is passed In order to bring 
about a more desirable state of affairs 
it may be necessary to apply more 
than one coat of the sealer, thus giv- 
ing a margin for the reduction which 
will be inevitable when the coatings 
are rubbed down. 

Sealers are invariably applied by 
spray and a nice wet coating should 
be given, avoiding flooding the sur- 
face as this is liable to cause the 
filler to be affected. As with all 
quick-drying coatings, there is always 
the temptation to speed up the process 
further and to attempt the next stage 
in the work before the sealer has 
really had enough time to dry. As 
much time as possible should be 
allowed before sanding or the appli- 
cation of the finishing lacquers in order 
that full advantage may be taken of 
the shellac’s properties of insolubility. 


When To Use Sealers 


The decision as to when to use a 
sealer depends upon so many things 
that no hard and fast rules can be 
suggested. The quality of finish re- 
quired, the price the job will stand in 
terms of material and labour, and the 
process being used all play their part 
in deciding whether or not to use a 
sealer coat. In general the writer is 
of the opinion that for cellulose 
finishing, clear cellulose wood finish- 
ing that is, sealers are practically indis- 
pensable and do considerably help both 
the quality of the job and, at the 
same time, fortunately, help to reduce 
the cost of materials. The writer is 
also of the opinion, however, that the 
application of any finishing film over 
a very smooth, non-absorbent and non- 
solvent penetrable surface must always 
be fraught with the danger of imper- 
fect adhesion and the consequent risk 
of peeling. A sealer must be chosen, 
therefore, which when rubbed presents 
a flat surface for the reception of the 
wood finish and if the sealer has not 
achieved its final insoluble state so 
the better

With a good-class finish it 
will be necessary to use a fairly 
heavy-bodied filler on the wood and 
rub this smooth. It is the porous 
nature of this filler which will need a 
sealer and _ satisfaction is usually 
obtained by the spraying on of a coat 
or two of a pigmented cellulose sur- 
facer and lightly flatting this to re- 
move surface roughness before the 
application of the filler coat.

Varnish Finishes 


The same kind of sealers as used 
under cellulose wood finishes are suit- 
able for use with varnish finishes pro- 
vided that sufficient time is given for 
solvents in the sealer to evaporate be- 
fore any attempt is made to apply 
varnish. Failure to do this will in- 
evitably lead to slower drying of the 
varnish and, in some instances, may 
lead to the varnish refusing to dry 
altogether. In the writer’s opinion 
the use of a wood finishing sealer 
under varnish is best suited to those 
occasions when the varnish finish is 
for a cheap job, for example, where 
the specification could be one coat of 
sealer to satisfy the suction of the 
wood and one coat of varnish to pro- 
vide a glossy finish. 

The better-class varnish finishes will 
not noticeably rise in cost if the same 
material ts used throughout from the 
bare timber, stained or unstained. 
Varnishes provide good filling power 
and one or two coats of varnish give 
quite a good “build.” The varnishes 
can usually be applied directly one on 
another _ after two coats have been 
applied, the oo may be flatted to a 
good abe ice and a final coat of var- 
nish applied as a finishing coat. This 
when dry may be left in its glossy 
state or, in the case of rubbing var- 
nishes, this final coat may be flatted 
and burnished or left after flatting as 
a matt finish. 

As mentioned in the third paragraph 
of this article some synthetic var 
nishes, when applied over certain types 
of bare timber, may not dry. There- 
fore, if contemplating a straight- 
through varnish finish dispensing with 
sealers it would be as well to test the 
varnish to be used on a scrap piece 
of timber of the same type as that 
which is used in the manufacture of 
the articles being finished 

If, for any re: 


ason, it is necessary 


to use form of sealer other than 
the main finishing varnish and it is 
not desired to use the normal cellu- 
lose wood finishing sealer, then a good 
alternative is Japan gold size. This 
substance will dry rapidly over bare 
timber, is not likely to be affected by 
anything in the timber—other than 
moisture, of course—and when hard- 
dry will provide a base coating for 
almost any type of varnish other than 
a very penetrating synthetic varnish. 

Gold size is also useful as a first 
coater under an oil-based filler when 
used on timber and when for 
reason or other a pigmented primer is 
not used.

Sealing in Enamel Work 


When synthetic pigmented enamels 
are considered the sealer as such is 
displaced by a primer whose func- 
tions are to satisfy the natural suc- 
tion of the timber and to provide a 
key for the following coats of filler 
or undercoat and enamel. It will 
readily be seen that by the time one 
has applied a coat of primer, a couple 
of coats of filler and a coat each of 
synthetic undercoat and _ synthetic 
finishing enamel that the timber will 
be effectively sealed. 

It should be observed in this con 
nection that to ensure good adhesion 
in a multi-coat process the first coat 
or primer coat should be well rubbed 
in to the grain of the timber, thus 
ensuring both sealing of the suction 
and a gripping of the timber by the 
priming coat, and also ensuring good 
chances of adhesion for the successive 
coatings. It must never be over- 
looked that the success of any finish- 
ing system depends upon the first coat 
as this is the only one that touches 
the bare wood or metal. It is im- 
portant to note that painting and 
finishing materials, when applied to 
bare wood—even when rubbed in with 
a brush—do not penetrate very far 
below the surface. Anyone who doubts 
this should cut a section of a piece of 
finished timber 


Sealing of Old Work 


It is perhaps in connection with re- 
finishing work that sealers become 
really essential and effective. It may 
be thai one wishes to refinish a pre- 
viously painted article in a_ finish 
which would not be compatible with 
the old finish, or to apply a delicate 
colour over a tint notorious for bleed- 
ing, or probably most commonly, to 
finish timber which is, or has been at 
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some time, coated with a bituminous 
based material, First of all we will 
deal with the question of re-finishing 
on old paintwork where stripping is 
out of the question. This also includes 
re-finishing over old French polish 
and varnish finishes where the state of 
the surface is good enough to 
warrant a new clear finish 

The new finish which is obviously 
going to cause most trouble over an 
old finish is either a pigmented cellu 
lose enamel or a clear cellulose wood 
finish. Because of the highly pene- 
trable solvent action of cellulose, any 
“live” constituents in a painted finish 
or in a varnish finish would be acted 
upon by the cellulose lacquer or 
enamel in much the same manner as 
would a paint remover, and if this 
happened even to the slightest degree 
there would be no recourse except to 
complete stripping of the old finish 
The use of a sealer is therefore called 
for and the requirements of such a 
sealer, of course, are that firstly it 
should have no effect on the old finish 
and, when dry, should act as an effec 
tive barrier against the solvents of the 
new finish 

In such cases sealers should not be 
reduced in value by any flatting or 
rubbing whatsoever, and to ensure 
that there is no need for this the old 
finish should have been properly 
cleaned and prepared, the sealer 
material itself strained and the spray 
equipment perfectly clean. Follow 
ing these precautions the resultant 
sealer film should be smooth and nib 
proof enough to take the subsequent 
coats quite nicely. 


Sealing Down a Colour 


When the question of sealing down 
a colour which is liable to bleed 
through arises, then some little trouble 
should be expected because sometimes 
even the best sealers are not proof 
against this sort of thing, Some reds, 
for example seem to strike through 
anything and the sealer which is prob- 
ably most effective is an aluminium 
sealer. In this case the metallic coat- 
ing should hold back the pigment 
which causes trouble. Exceptionally 
bad cases of bleeding may have to 
have gold or silver leaf applied locally 
as a definite solid metallic barrier 
with timber which con- 
tains creosote, tar or other bituminous 
traces. The presence of these sub- 
stances can be most troublesome, m 
matter what finish is to be used. The 
symptoms during finishing will be 
staining, poor drying and 
distinct discoloration with light 
coloured pigmented finishes The

The hardwood trade is trying very 
hard to the trend of the 
forward market, Already there are 
signs of a shortage of stocks of 
certain popular species, and the 
difficulty now is to replace these 
stocks to cover immediate require- 
ments. The slump in the latter part 
of 1951 and early 1952 meant that 
many producers, particularly in West 
Africa, considerably curtailed their 
production, That leeway has still 
to be made up, and many shippers 
are under considerable pressure from 
this country to supply immediate 
and short-term requirements, The 
view is held that many of the “ soft’ 
hardwoods such as obeche, abura, 
etc., have now reached their peak in 
price, as further increases might 
render their purchase uneconomic

Fire Hazard in lenny Booths 


RECENT report from America 

stresses the importance of 
guarding against the fire hazard in 
spray booths. Lighting fixtures 
should never be mounted within the 
spray area even if provided with 
explosion-proof fitments 

\ recommended way to achieve 
perfectly safe illumination is to 
arrange the lights to shine through 
glass windows fitted in the tops of 
the booths. 

An alternative method is 
spotlights shining into the booths 
from outside. Reflector lamps 
mounted 10 ft. away will light the 
area efficiently but will be well outside 
the danger area.
